Three Major Improvements in 
District Will Be Finish- 
ed in 1939 





Three public buildings valued at 
three quarters of a million dollars 
will be dedicated in Upland and 
on the Chaffey campus during 
1939. 

As 1938 was the big construction 
year, 80 1939 will be the big year 
for dedicatory ceremonies. 

First of the three buildings to 
be finished is the new Upland city 
hail, its construction and furnish- 
ings to cost $75,000. The other 
buildings are the Upland elemen- 
tary school and the Chaffey audi- 
torium. 

In February the city hall will 
be occupied and a short time later 
the Chaffey auditorium will be 
ready for use. Upland’s new ele- 
mentary educational structure is 
scheduled to be completed in time 
for the opening of school in Sep- 
tember. 

PLANS ARE STUDIED 


No definite arrangements have 
been made for the city hall open- 
ing celebration but the Upland 
chamber of commerce will plan an 
event. It is likely a community 
meeting will be held with all per- 
sons who have ever served the city 
being honored, along with the pres- 
ent councilmen. 

Almost all the furnishings for 


the new structure have been pur-| 


chased by the city and as soon as 
they are installed the structure 
will be ready for use. 

One of the outstanding struct- 
ures in Southern California will be 
the new Chaffey auditorium. With 
a seating capacity of 2,400 and 
with the interior furnishings and 


the finish expected to be unique 


and the acoustics nearly perfect, 
the structure is likely to be used 
on many occasions by students and 
residents. 

READY IN SPRING 


The auditorium is scheduled to 


be ready for occupancy early next 
spring and it is likely suitable 
programs will be planned to fit- 


tingly open the structure to the 


general public.

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Danger at Nineteen 





Seventeen an age of vast perplexity and adolescent 
anarchy, but not a seriously dangerous age. Sueh is the burden 
of Booth Tarkington’s much cherished novel ‘‘Seventeen.’ 
Put 19 is different. Nineteen is dangerous. And for that, the 
authority is not fiction -but statistics on crime. Nineteen- 
year-olds, says the Federal Bureau of Investigation at Wash- 
ington, D.C., form the largest single age group of arrests each 
year. 5 

The public knows that vaguely . . . but residents of Georgia 
recently turned their minds specifically upon it. A survey 
made for their Department of Publie Welfare by the Works 
Progress Administration showed that the average age of ad- 
missions to the state penitentiary is 19. It revealed also that 
58 per cent of the admissions were under 25 years of age, and 
of this group, half were under 21, says an editorial in the Ro- 
tary magazine. 

Why should youths barely old enough to start on their first 
jobs turn to crime’ Perhaps that question answers itself. Most 
of them can’t get that first job. Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam 
finds that the young person reacts in one of two way: 
of opportunity to work. Kither * ‘he wants to ight—sienpty 
rebels against the present setup. ’ or he takes ‘‘an attitude of 
4 camplete resignation. The fighter turns to erime, sabotage, 
“violent actions of ali sorts, aleohol, and dope. The resigner 
turns to futile brooding. And the net result is a serlous and 
nsually permanent vitiation of youth’s vital morale. 

Now, the enlightened business man can tell you quite a lit- 
tle—in nonacademic language, thank goodness—about crime 
and its causes and costs, and he usually concludes with that old 
‘chestnut about an ounce of prevention. He likes it, says that 
he finds it the best answer to date to the problem of crime. 
And so he makes a place in his shipping room fer a poor lad 
the social worker told him about campaigns for funds 
for the Boy Scout troop down in the slums, ecanvasses for Girl 
Scouts, and never denies an audience, at least, to a young per- 
son earnestly seeking a job. And he helps a dozen other agen- 
cies in the same way and in,other ways. 

Sometimes—like any other adult—he’d like to climb up on 
the roof and shout to all the young folks in the world: ‘‘For 
heaven’s sake, be decent.’’ But he knows what a ridiculous, 
what a pathetic figure he’d cut. And so, instead, he starts at 


home—to give young people there a respectable chance to be 
decent.

There really should be some use for the body 
instead of just a place in which to dump our food at meal time 
Get a little action on yourself, old man, and you’ll have a bet- 
ter appetite and your digestive apparatus will perform much 
better—and as a result you'll be healthier and happier.
